REMARKS CONCERNING THE AMENDMENTS 
The above amendments were made in response to objections to Claim 3 and a 
request to cancel all rejected claims and place allowable claims (with all intervening 
subject matter) into independent form. The above amendments are believed to 
accomplish this. 

It is to be noted that claim 27 was identified as depending from a rejected claim, 
but would be made allowable if placed into independent form, yet that claim was already 
in independent form. The only amendment to that otherwise allowable claim was the 
addition of "and" for grammatical purposes. 

Minor editorial corrections such as adding "that" where appropriate were also 
done in the amendment. 
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SUMMARY OF THE OFFICE ACTION 

All issues of rejections and objections have been made moot by cancellation of all 
rejected claims and amending the objected to claims to place them into condition for 
allowance.
